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_ Firefighter suspended for 4 months, no pay

A firefighter allegedly involved in 
some inappropriate sexual conduct at 
an Andover firehouse was suspended 
without pay for four months. 

Firefighter lan Timmons received 
the four-month suspension for an 
alleged on-duty incident, which includ- 
ed exposing and fondling himself in 
front of other firefighters, officials said. 

Two other unidentified fitefighters 
were also disciplined as a result of the

town investigation. Fire Chief Charles 
Murnane refused to comment on the 
incident or identify any of the firefight- 
ers involved. Murnane did say that one 
of the two other firefighters received a 
two-week suspension and third fire- 
fighter received a written reprimand. 
Murnane said the issue was “strictly 
a fire department issue” and in no way 


compromised the safety of the town. 

“Any member (of the Andover Fire 
Department) whether on duty or off 
who conducts themself in a manner 
that reflects negatively on this depart- 
ment will be dealt with seriously,” said 
Murnane. 

“We do have a top rate fire depart- 
ment. We’ ve hit a bump in the road and 


we'll be all right,” he said. “I just want 
to emphasize we certainly do not toler 
ate any conduct that would put a black 
mark on this department. We certainly 
do not want anything ne gative to bring 
the department down.” 

John McMullen, head of the town’s 
firefighters’ union, said there has never 
been such an incident in the depart- 


“And I'll bet it will never hap- 
pen, nothing even close, ever again,” 
he said. “It was an individual with two 
others involved and it doesn’t represent 
the whole union.” 

As for whether Timmons’ four- 
month punishment was fair, McMullen 
would only say “I’m not going to com- 
ment on that.” 

Murnane said he was the one who 
decided on the punishments, with the

“Tt would hope that no one, 
regardless of whether they 
observe the Sabbath on Friday, 
Saturday or Sunday will ever 
have to choose between observ- 
ing his or her faith and partici- 
pating in the democratic 
process,” wrote Goldstein. 

When Major, who admitted 
he had previously been a strong 
advocate for the Saturday 
option, read Goldstein’s words, 
discussion was cut short and 
none of the selectmen argued or 
challenged the point. 


“That’s a very powerful 
statement,” said Major. 


Selectman Mary Lyman had 
said the S Saturday date under 
consideration was also a big 
First Communion day in town. 

“That day in particular 
would be in conflict with the 
Jewish faith and the Catholic 
faith,” said Lyman. “In an effort 
to include, we would exclude.” 

The concept behind hosting 
a Saturday Town Meeting was

Garrity says she decided to 
find a way to help the poor and 
homeless of Lawrence after 
reading that Lawrence was the 
29th poorest city in the country. 

| For the past three weeks, many 
| Juniper Road drivers have 
| shelled out $1 in response to this 
community effort aimed at rais- 
ing money and awareness of the 
| poverty that lies just over the 
| Andover border. 
| Garrity says she was mailed a 
flyer about Lazarus House, a 
soup kitchen in Lawrence, and 
decided to join the five-mile 
Hike for Hope. She'll walk a 
longer distance at that event 
than she has in her whole life, 
she says. Originally, Garrity 
tried to draw attention to the 
| event by asking for donations on 
| her street and wearing a home-

made billboard around her neck. 

However, Garrity got a little 
help from the neighborhood, 
and a new marketing strategy 
from a 10-year-old boy. 

“We used to just be standing 
out here, so then I thought, if we 
just put a price, $1, people 
would stop,” says Will 
McGrowan, 10, of 22 Juniper 
Road, “And it worked.” 

Thus the dollar toll idea was 
created, and signs were made to 
match the new marketing ploy. 
Using a piece of chalk, 
McGrowan drew the suggested 
toll price on both sides of the 
street, and the two began col- 
lecting voluntary $1 tolls (some- 
times more) from anyone will- 
ing to stop. 

“Some people say, ‘Well, 
I've already contributed. Is this 
really a toll?’ This is really a 
toll,” says Garrity. 

Garrity says she hopes to pull 
in $500, but she won't count the 
contributions until it’s time to 
walk in the Hike for Hope.

New life awaits unwanted bikes overseas 


Pedals for Progress, in its 
continuing effort to recycle 
bicycles properly is holding a 
used bike collection sponsored 
by. Andover’s Returned Peace 
Corp Volunteers. Last year, 
more than 200 bikes were col- 
lected. Organizers urge anyone 
with a bicycle in repairable con- 
dition to donate it to this worthy 
cause. (“Bikes for parts” or dis- 
assembled bikes are not appro- 
priate for this collection.) 

People may drop off bikes 
from noon to 3 p.m. on Sunday, 
Oct. 5, at the West Middle 
School parking lot, Shawsheen 
Road. 

Each year, Pedals for 
Progress collects more than 


11,000 bicycles and transfers 
this material wealth to those 
more needy. To date, more than 
65,000 have been shipped to 
developing countries in Latin 
America, Africa and the Pacific 
Islands. In these countries the 
bikes are reconditioned by part- 
ner agencies and distributed at 
low cost to poor working adults. 
These bikes provide them with 
reliable transportation for com- 
muting to work, transporting 
produce to market or accessing 
health care and other services 

It costs $30 to collect, 
process, ship, rebuild and dis 
tribute each bicycle. Organizers 
suggest aa donationof at least 
$10 per bike towards the ship- 


ping cost. All cash and material 
donations are fully tax 
deductible and covered by a 
receipt that will be available at 
the collection site. This year 
working portable sewing 
machines and sporting goods 
equipment is also being collect- 
ed. This would include any- 
thing related to soccer or base- 
ball; no cash donation is 
requested with these items.

Car chase ends in crash

A car chase that started on 
Andover back roads resulted in 
the arrest of a Haverhill man on 
seven driving charges Monday 
afternoon 

At 3:10 p.m. police attempt- 
ed to pull over Ronald St. Jean, 
33, of 78 Lafayette Square, 
Haverhill, who was driving a 
white Taurus sedan on Clark 
Road. 

St. Jean accelerated, leading 
police down Dascomb Road, 
before attempting to flee onto 
the highway. He jumped on 
Interstate 93 North trailed by 
flashing lights and sirens. The 
chase continued to Interstate 
495 and finally ended at the bot- 
tom of the off ramp leading to 
Route 28. 

As he tried to navigate the 
turn at the end of the off ramp, 
St. Jean failed to keep his car on 
the road. He damaged a com- 
plete side of a catch basin’s 
cement border, which caused the 
front left wheel of his car to tuck 
under the body of the car. 

Police quickly arrested St. 
Jean on seven charges: unsafe 
lane change, breakdown lane 
violation, speeding, a subse- 
quent offense for driving with a 
suspended license, using a 
motor vehicle without authority, 
operating to endanger and fail- 
ure to stop for police. 

“He stands a good chance of 
going to jail,” if convicted, said 
Lt. Keven Winters, because this 
would be St. Jean’s fourth 
offense for driving with a sus- 
pended license. 

A thin layer of dirt covered 
the hood and windshield of the car as it sat a few 
feet away from the catch basin. 

Bill Martinuk, a foreman for Mass Highway, 
arrived at the scene as the car was being towed, to 
repair the damage caused to the catch basin 

“He took it all out,” said Martinuk, looking at 
the damaged catch basin. “He moved it pretty 
good, hit it pretty hard.” 

After St. Jean was in custody and police were 
leaving, Martinuk said he was sticking around to 
patch up the damaged catch basin so it would be

safe. He said if the basin had not been in place and 
halted the car, the situation might not have ended 
so quickly. 

“Luckily that was in place.” he said. “If that 
wasn’t in place he could have kicked right out to 
the highway.” 

Police said they originally tried to pull over St. 
Jean on Clark Road because he was allegedly 
traveling 39 mph in a 25 mph zone. Winters said 
police chased St. Jean at 60 to 70 mph, though at 
one point speeds reached 95 mph.

The man then said “Thank you,” and 
drove off, said Pattullo. 

The fact that the man grabbed the victim 
sets this case apart from those of the more 
common “flashers,” he said. “This guy 
stepped over the line by touching the girl,” 
Pattullo said. 

The girl said there were younger kids 
playing soccer nearby at the time and she 
was concerned that the man may have 
entered the elementary school zone in 


search of a younger victim, according to 
police. 

Pattullo hopes that the girl’s description 
of the man and the Jeep will provide leads 
in the case 

The man was described as being between 
the ages of 35 to 40, with curly brown hair, 
dark eyes, a chubby face and wearing small 
gold-rimmed glasses. His skin was oily and 
had some acne, she said. He had premature- 
ly graying hair and was about 5-feet 10- 
inches tall.

couldn't move faster than I 
am now.’ said Bakies. 

Bakies said classes of fast 
learners cover material twice 
as quickly as classes with 
students at all ability levels. 
She told School Committee 
members and the school 
administration that if they 
asked advanced students to 
choose, they would choose 
to be taught separately from 
slower learners. “I wish you 
guys could be there to see 
what is going on,” she said 

Bakies reiterated a previ- 
ous claim by some parents 
that teachers, parents and 
students weren’t consulted 
before the advanced sections 
of seventh-grade math were 
eliminated 

Other students — also 
eighth-graders from West 
Middle — gave testimony 
supporting Bakies’ presenta- 
tion. Amberly Tenney spent 
her seventh grade year in a 
special self-study math class 
because math in the sixth 
grade was so dull that she 
was listless. “I was really 
bored, so I didn’t pay atten- 
tion to anything,” she said. 
She studies with her peers in 
the eighth grade because the 
advanced math class was an 
option. Tenney said she 
came back because she pre- 
ferred to be able to study 
under the direction of a 


teacher — but she wouldn't 
have put herself into an inte- 
grated class again. 

Student Katie Bionte sat 
at the head of the committee 
room with Bakies as Bakies 
gave her presentation. Bionte 
is not in an advanced math 
class. She said that if stu- 
dents such as Bakies were in 
her class, they would be 
bored. 

Committee members and 
administration members told 
the students they were 
impressed with their initia- 
tive and presentation skills. 

Superintendent Claudia 
Bach said teachers were 
involved in the process of 
choosing the math program. 
“The teachers were very, 
very much — the whole team 

were aware of the deci- 
sion,” said Bach. She said the 
program had been changed 
because MCAS scores show 
that integrated students 
achieve better on the test 
than students separated into 
classes by ability. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Marcia O'Neil said chal- 
lenging students was the 
administration’s goal. “Let 
me assure you, that that is 
my intent — and your teach- 
ers’ intent too — to challenge 
you,” said Assistant Superin- 
tendent Marcia O’ Neil. 

Another reason for get- 
ting rid of advanced math 
surfaced at the meeting. 


Responding to parent Suetta 
Tenney, who spoke in favor 
of advanced math classes, 
committee member Tony 
James said eliminating lev- 
eled classes serves a social 
purpose as well. “(Stratifica- 
tion) leads to elitist kids and 
kids who don’t feel good 
because they aren’t in the 
(advanced class),” he said. 
James said his two children 
spent their extra time help- 
ing other students in class 
when they learned more 
quickly. 

Member Art Barber said 
the matter was not closed. If 
parents and students are | 
complaining about the loss 
of classes and the process 
that eliminated them, the 
administration should 
review how it makes deci- 
sions, he said. 

Bakies said after the 
meeting she was pleased 
with the outcome. “I know 
they haven't listened to par- 
ents in the past. Maybe they 
will listen to students,” she 
said. 

O'Neil said the school 
system is planning informa- 
tion sessions for parents to 
experience the new seventh | 
grade math program first | 
hand. | 

“We're in the very initial 
stages of looking at the pro- 
gram,” she said, noting the 
administration is not ready 
to evaluate the program yet.

1994. The location, near the rail- 
road tracks, also was a railroad 
station once, before the com- 
muter rail stop was moved a few 
hundred feet down the line. 

The historic building is 
owned by local photographer 
Mark Spencer who runs his Car- 
riage House photography busi- 
ness in half of the building. Cur- 
rently, the other half is vacant. 

Spencer said the zoning 
board approved the ice-cream 
cafe’s plans at its last meeting. 
Now, the developer is in the 
midst of a 20-day waiting period 
to see if there is any opposition 
to the project. Then, the design 
plans will go before the Plan- 
ning Board. 


Spencer said he wants to 
lease his building’s empty office 
space to Paul Clancy, who will 
turn it into an ice-cream cafe 
that also will sell baked goods 
and coffee. 

While Clancy hoped to have 
50 seats, the zoning board only 
approved 20 seats because park- 
ing is limited in that area. 
Spencer said there are 10 exist- 
ing parking spaces for his build- 
ing. He said Clancy is still inter- 
ested in the project even though 
his seating has been cut by more 
than half. Clancy could not be 
reached for comment. 

Kaija M. Gilmore, inspector 
of buildings, said 50 seats was 
simply “way too many” for the 
area as parking is at a premium, 
especially on weekdays when 


building’s historic flavor, 
according to Spencer, who 
bought the building in 2000. “It 
will have a turn-of-the-century 
feel,” he said of the ice-cream 
cafe. 

It was the turn of the last cen- 
tury when the brick and stone 
railroad station was built in 
1906. The original owner was 
Boston & Maine Railroad. 

Andover Historical Society 
files show it was Andover’s 
third railroad station. The 
Richardsonian style train termi- 
nal replaced one that had been 
built in 1848. At one time, there 
was a large wooden arch where 
“iron horses were taken out of 
weather for convenience of pas- 
sengers boarding,” according to 
town files. 

Former building occupants 
include Al’s Auto Supply Co. 
Inc. and Sea Train.

Color him ready to open 


Bill Leary prepared to open hair coloring salon at site of boyhood haircuts

Hair colorist and Andoverite 
Bill Leary just opened a salon in 
the same spot he got his hair cut as 
a boy. When he was a kid he went 
to Colonial Barber Shop and got 
his hair cut by long-time barber 
Sam Reitano at Nathan Frye 
House at the junctions of North 
Main and Railroad streets. After 
years of partnership at another 
Andover salon, Leary finally has 
his own shop, William Roberts 
Color Group and Salon. 

“I got my hair cut here from 
age 9 to 18,” said Leary. The digs 
are more than a little changed. The 
relaxed lighting and gentle wood 
tones that color the salon make it 
seem more like a living room than 
a barber shop, or even other 
upscale salons in the area, said 
Leary. Designing the interior of 
the salon himself, gave Leary the 
look he wanted. 

“J want (customers) to feel like 
they’ve come into my house,” he 
said. 

Leary grew up in Andover and 
had his first job working for his 
dad, Francis Leary’s carpet busi- 
ness. He then started his own car- 
peting business but soon decided 
that hair coloring was his calling.

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SENIOR CENTER CONSTRUCTION 


With location picked, town 
looks to design of center 


By Andrea Gregory 

If a Special Town Meeting is held this winter, 
town officials might ask for money for a new 
senior center, said Steve Bucuzzo, assistant town 
manager and town manager representative liaison 
for the Senior Center Task Force. 

“] don’t think anyone has put a time line on 
when the senior center would be built,” said 
Bucuzzo. However this summer, the Senior Cen- 
ter Task Force decided it would prefer to build a 
new structure on the small soccer field next to 
Doherty Middle School, rather than expand the 
current building located behind Town Offices. 
Officials said the design process is moving for- 
ward. 

“We're waiting for the architect to provide his 
report,” said Bucuzzo. 

Mary Lyman, selectman and liaison for the 
task force, said the next step is to have the report 
in hand. Then the architect and task force repre- 
sentative will offer a presentation to the select- 
men. The selectmen’s approach will dictate the 
task force’s next step, she said. 

“The school department is the formal owner 
(of the desired site).” she said, and the task force 
is seeking to legally obtain the land. “The school 
department has been extremely cooperative.” 

Lyman offered a few reasons new construction. 

“You can control your expenses better on new 


dimensional.” 

Once a concept design 
is created - in two or three 
months- people will have 
a better sense of how it 
will look at the location, 
he said. 

After the design is 
complete the task force 
will ask the town to 
approve funding for con- 
struction. 

A warrant article ask- 
ing for $290,000 for the 
new senior center was 
withdrawn at this year’s 
Town Meeting, but 
Bucuzzo said there is still 
a chance the project could 
win over Town Meeting 
voters before the year ends 
if a winter Special Town 
Meeting is held.

could ask voters to approve a debt exclusion to 
Proposition 2% specifically to pay for the senior 
center. 

Bucuzzo said the town could ask to borrow 
money that taxpayers would pay off over the next 
10 to 20 years. How much the project would 
affect each taxpayer would depend on the total 
construction cost and the amount of time the town 
took to pay back the money, he said. 

“It’s unknown because we don’t know the 
exact cost of the building.” he said. “It’s almost 
premature to be talking about this.” 

He said proponents currently expect the project 
to cost between $4.6 million and $5.3 million, but 
those figures could change and do not take any 
interest that would accumulate into account. 

“When the task force is ready to go to Town 
Meeting they'll have all this information,” he said. 

Assuming the’ article is approved at a Town 
Meeting, residents will also need to approved it at 
the polls. He said if there was a winter Special 
Town Meeting, funding for the senior center 
could be a ballot question at the polls along with 
local elections in the spring. 

“We're a long ways from that decision,” he 
said.

Wilson’s career retrospective exhibit opens at Addison

NTERNATIONALLY KNOWN ARTIST Fred Wilson has spent his 
career poking and prodding, playing intellectual pranks on 
America’s art museum elite. Using his sharp sense of humor 
and a wry eye for hypocrisy, he has turned public attention 
from the art that museums display to the museums themselves. 

Wilson spent last week in Andover, lecturing at Phillips Acade- 
my and getting ready for a career retrospective at the Addison 
Gallery of American Art, which is currently showing. 

The first sight that greets visitors to “Fred Wilson: Objects and 
Installations” looks curiously like a window display for a security 
guard uniform outlet. In “Guarded View,” four headless man- 
nequins, all brown-skinned, stand on a low platform, modeling

security guard uniforms. 

Wilson told the crowd at the show’s opening last Friday that he 
knows a thing or two about museum guards. His long association 
with art museums — he was a curator and worked on education 
staffs at some of New York City’s top museums before striking 
gold with his own work — began as a museum guard while he was 
in art school. 

Wilson remembers the experience well. “When you're a guard, 
you're on display like everything else. You’re also invisible,” he 
said. The majori- 
ty of guards at 
New York art 
museums are 
African-Ameri- 
can and at many 
museums that is 
the highest posi- 
tion African- 
Americans hold, 
said Wilson. 
“The guards 
love this piece,” 
said Wilson. He 
said he has seen 
museum guards

Wilson’s more sobering work deals with the racism shown in 
everyday items such as salt and pepper shakers, ash trays and coin 
banks that are caricatures of African-Americans. Wilson describes, 
the items, which often show ebony-skinned people with huge lips 
or cartoonish smiles as “All these mammy-pappy things.”

into why they are hurtful turns 
into his artwork. “You know 
intellectually why you don’t like 
them,” he said. “Whenever I’m 
uncomfortable, I want to make 
an artwork.” 

An exhibit room is full of 
these objects, which Wilson 
found at flea markets. In “Me 
and It’ two television sets in the 
room alternately play video 
loops. One TV shows individual 
“mammy-pappy” style figurines. 
On the other, Wilson behaves as 
if he is a real-life figurine. 

In one searing segment, Wil- 
son plays the part of an ashtray. 
The ashtray is a cartoonish black 
man with his mouth wide open. 
Wilson holds his mouth open 
while a person balances a lit cig- 
arette on his lip — lit end in his 
mouth. 

In another emotionally mov- 
ing segment, Wilson mimics the 


Deadline approaches for submitting 
applications for Cultural Council grants 


Oct. 15 is a date many local artists, educators 
and performers will want to mark on their calen- 
dars. That’s the deadline for submitting applica- 
tions for funding by the Andover Cultural Coun- 
cil. The ACC is the local chapter of the Massa- 
chusetts Cultural Council (MCC) and gives away 
several thousand dollars each year in seed money 
to help arts organizations launch new activities 


and expand existing ones. 


The programs the ACC sponsors cover a wide 
range of activities including concerts, theatre, sto- 
rytelling, visual arts and educational activities 
that are not part of the school curriculum. While 
the amount of money that is awarded to each 
organization is typically only in the several hun- 


dred-dollar range, the recognition that the awards 
convey may allow their recipients to more easily 
attract other funding. 

Council members base decisions largely on 
the benefit to the Andover community. Even field 
trips for school children can be funded via the 
“pass grant” program. 

Applications are available both from Old 


Town Hall, 20 Main St., or as a downloadable 


document from the MCC website (www.mass- 
culturalcouncil.org/applications).

action of a coin bank that is 
meant to look like an African- 
American. Someone puts 
change into Wilson’s hand and 
Wilson shovels it into his mouth 
Wilson keeps loading change 
into his mouth until it spills out, 
clamoring on the floor. 

Other pieces are not as diffi- 
cult to view. In “Atlas,” Wilson 
takes a highly stereotyped 
African-American waiter fig- 
urine and puts a globe on the 
waiter’s raised tray. Black-head- 
ed push pins and flags dot Africa 
and other continents. Wilson 
said he did a lot of research on 
population density while prepar- 
ing the piece, but didn’t bother 
to describe what the pins were 
for, letting the waiter’s load 
speak for itself. 


Opening Night 

A small crowd of art admirers 
gathered to see the opening of 
the “Fred Wilson: Objects and 
Installations” exhibit last week. 
Many came from out of town. 
Most were affected by Wilson’s 
messages. 

“It’s all kind of loaded,” said 
John Popadic, from Wenham. 

“It really makes you think 
about how you look at things,” 
said Joyce Audy Zarins, a sculp- 
tor from Merrimack, N.H. 

“It's kind of gutsy,” said 
Kendra Cooper, a Reading resi- 
dent studying at the Massachu- 
setts School of Law. “It broad- 
ens your view of what you con- 
sider art.” 

Ginger Harding, a former 
Addison Gallery of American 
Art employee, attended the 
exhibit with her husband, 
Richard. 

“This is a loaded exhibit. 
He’s got an agenda beside the art

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Lost-revenue meter 
running high at downtown lot 


Many residents are feeling nickel-and-dimed around 
town these days as many fees have increased. Talk of a 
| trash-bag fee is also being tossed around. 

Meanwhile, lost revenue abounds in the unfinished Olde 
Andover Village parking lot on Main Street as the makeover 
project heads into its 12th week. The free parking at the site 
so far could mean the town has lost $10,000 in revenue | 
already. | 

The math works like this: 
| © There are 114 parking spaces in the lot, with 40 percent 
| (46 spaces) going to permit-holders. This leaves 68 spaces 
earning money for the town each day. | 

* It costs 25 cents an hour to park, and there are 10 hours 
| per day. At 2.50 per space per day, the lot could earn $170 
| per day. 
¢ The lot is open six days each week, for $1,020 each 
| week. Since the lot has been without meters for 11 weeks 
| the potential amount lost (so far) is $11,220. 

Though all 68 spaces probably would not have been 
| filled 10 hours a day, six days a week for 11 weeks, it’s clear 
| the town has lost thousands in revenue. 

“That parking lot is losing money. I don’t disagree with 
that,” said Police and Safety Officer Robert Cronin, noting 
that the parking lot is still not ready to have the new pay 
boards installed. 

Town Planner Lisa Schwarz said the lot is still waiting 
for four new benches. They were expected to arrive from a 
North Carolina manufacturer last week, but then Hurricane 
Isabel hit. The benches had not arrived as of Tuesday. 

Once the benches are put in, there is still some brick 
work that needs to be done and workers need to apply a 
final coat, Schwarz said. 

Then, it will be time to install the pay boards. 

“So, it will be free parking for some time,” she said. 

The lost-revenue meter keeps running.

Swimmers, girls soccer team piling up the victories

FTER BEING FORCED TO 
POSTPONE its first two 
meets because construc-

Wilmington High used a ball-control ground game to wear down the

to a 30-19 non-league football win over the visiting Golden Warriors at 
Alumni Field in Wilmington. 


AHS, with a balanced 311 yard attack, continually its their cause with 


105 yards in penalties and three turnovers (two interceptions, one lost fum- 
ble). 


The setback overshadowed several outstanding individual performances 


| by the locals. 


Matt Hennessy contributed a 95 yard touchdown run and 116 yards on 


the ground, junior quarterback Geoff Stevens threw for 176 yards, and 
defensive junior back John Fox participated in 13 tackles, senior back Brent 
Hyde 11 and junior linebacker Nate Weich had 10 stops. 


Coach Ken Maglio’s crew wasted no time jumping ahead, as sopho- 


more Buddy Famham cradled the game-opening kickoff at the AHS 15 and 
sprinted 85 yards for his second touchdown of the season. 


Wilmington (1-1), which had lost eight straight to Andover when both 


were members of the Merrimack Valley Conference, responded to the ini- 
tial shock by mounting an impressive sustained drive. 


Quarterback Joe Herra capped an |1-play march with a one-yard TD 


plunge, and a two-point conversion rush by Rob Gillis gave the Cats an 8- 
6 lead. 


The points were the first of the season for the Wilcats, who were 


blanked 7-0 by Pentucket Regional in their opener. 


Wilmington surprised with an onside kick which it recovered, and two 


plays later Gillis raced 24 yards for the TD. Dennis DeMango rushed the 
conversion for a 16-6 lead. 


The Golden Warriors scored early in the second quarter on a four yard 


run by junior halfback Shaheen Ghandchi. 


Wilmington countered quickly, as Herra returned the subsequent kick- 


off 80 yards to the AHS 12 and three plays later DeMango pounded over 
from the five for a 22-12 lead. 

The Wildcats suffered a blow at this time when Gillis injured his leg on 
a second-down run. He was carried off the field on a stretcher and taken to 
the hospital in an ambulance. The injury turned out to be a sprained ankle 


and Gillis is expected to miss this week’s game and return to action next 
weekend. 

Andover stopped Wilmington for the first time on its opening series in 
the second half. 

AHS junior halfback Matt Hennessy then electrified the crowd by 
escaping on a 95 yard TD run midway through the third quarter.

Andover and Wilmington were rivals for years, until the Cats left the 
MVC in favor of the Cape Ann League in 1995. 

The last time the teams met on the gridiron, in the fall of 1994, AHS 
pulled out a wild 27-23 victory. 

That win capped the string of eight straight against Wilmington, with 
the Wildcats last triumph prior to this one 24-7 in 1984. 

This is the first time Maglio had faced Wilmington as head varsity 
coach.

Bill Buck, broker/owner of 
Stone Wall Real Estate Profes- 
sionals, says discretionary 
buyers — those experienced 
buyers who trade up to larger 
homes — often take six months 
to a year to find their perfect 
home. But there’s more to 
trading up than selling a home 
and buying a larger one. 

“Financial planning is para- 
mount in attaining your dream 


house,” Buck says. “You need 
more than home equity; you 
also need a good savings, good 
interest rates, and a positive 
economic environment.” 

In Buck’s experience, peo- 
ple buying homes in the 
$800,000 range do not leverage 
themselves the way first-time 
home buyers do. Experienced 
buyers often have substantial 
savings, equity in another 
home that they sold, and strong 
incomes. Buck says buyers 
who are trading-up often put 
4(0)- to 50 percent down. 

Susan Rochwarg, broker/ 
owner of Keller Williams 
Realty, sees trading up in a dif- 
ferent way. Some of her clients 
have been “right-sizing,” she 
says. “They may be buying the 
same square footage, but the 
space functions better for 
them. Trading up in not always 
buying bigger,” Rochwarg 
notes. 

People who have been in 
their homes seven to 10 years 
usually have enough equity to 
trade up or “right-size” without 
spending any of their savings, 
says Rochwarg. They can use 


the equity as a down payment, 
and borrow more money for 
less if the interest rates are in 
their favor. Although house 
prices are increasing at about 5 
percent a year, there are costs to 


selling a home and they can run | 


from five to seven percent of 
the price, Rochwarg says 


In 2002, when Georgia | 
O'Neill, her husband Gary and | 
their daughter Grace moved | 


back to Andover from Cincin- 


nati, Ohio, there were few | 
homes available in their price | 


range. They decided to buy a 
small 1,100-square-foot house 
on Beech Circle, with the idea 
that they would eventually 
move to a larger space. Just 
one block from Beech Circle, 
Georgia found her dream 
house. “I want this house for 
us,” she recalls telling her hus- 
band. This past summer, her 
dream house came on the mar- 
ket and the O’Neills bought it, 
doubling their living space. 
They were able to do this 
because they had equity in 
their home, sold it themselves, 
and had a good savings, they 
said.

We all like to reflect upon the 
most glorious, albeit unusual, 
moments in our lives simply 
because it makes us feel good. For 
example, I savor the memory of the 
few rounds of golf where I almost 
broke into the 70s, though the low 
90s is more my speed. Others think 
of their winning home run or per- 
haps that perfect first date. On Wall 
Street many investors would rather 
well on the magical time in the year 
2000 when their portfolios were at 
their all-time high, and double-digit 
returns were a divine right. 

This group believed that the

“new paradigm” was 
for real, where com- 
panies didn’t need 
profits, only market 
share. What was most 
definitely a bubble 
was perceived as the 
new reality. 

Once the bubble 
burst, and it did after 
Y2K turned out to be a non-event, 
many shell-shocked shareholders 
began to have thoughts of a pover- 
ty- stricken retirement. 

A careful review of the chart 
below depicts a far more benign 
effect. 

From July of 1981 through 
July of 1995 the Standard and 
Poor’s 500 ascended along a trend 
line that was fairly steady, even 
though the crash of 1987 and the 
“crashette” of 1989 were including 
(line A). Then in 1995, the craze 


word to today. 


over the Internet 
caused the trend line 
to suddenly shoot 
up to a degree never 
before seen, and it 
continued on that 
radical slope for over 
five years prior to 
the reality check 
(line B). Fast fore- 


On July 31, 2003, the S&P 500 
closed at 990 (line C), though a 
far cry from the all-time month- 
end record of 1436 in September 
2000. However had this bubble 
never occurred, and had the S&P 
continued along the original trend 
line, we would be looking at a 
reading of only around 780 (line 
D). Because the bubble did occur, 
let’s look at what happened when 
it burst. 

If the S&P had regressed to the 


mean, or gone back to continuing 
along its original trend line, we 
would also be on line D. 

Therefore, as heady as those sur- 
real days of the late “90s were, we 
are left with a good chunk of the 
bubble in our pockets as we move 
along line C. 

We believe that the Internet 
will positively affect virtually 
every business that embraces it. 
Productivity will continue to rise 
and profits will grow from these

the bubble wasn’t so mean after all. 

P.S. In the November 2002 
edition of Fortune Magazine, 
Warren Buffett predicted that the 
first decade of 2000 would yield 
stock market returns of only 5 
percent. If he is correct that means 


we can expect a average return of 


14.7 percent for the next seven 
years. Hmmmmm.

be smart to open up a savings 
account for me so that I could 
store money away for college, 
but also keep some for leisurely 
purposes. I actually have a 
method, which is spend some, 
save some. I also believe hav- 
ing a savings account to be very 
convenient because I know | 
can always go to an ATM, 24 
hours, if there’s ever an emer- 
gency. Plus, I love not having 
to ask my parents for money,” 
said Chen. 

Parents may also be able to 
interest their teens in stocks, 
while also providing a nest egg 
for them that they can collect 
when they get older. 

Hill told the Townsman that 
The Uniform Gift to Minors 
Act (UGMA) and the Uniform 
Transfer to Minors Act 
(UTMA) allow special custo- 
dian stocks for younger people 
that are monitored by their par- 
ents or legal guardians until the 
child turns 18 years (UGMA) 
or 21 years old (UTMA). Once 
the child reaches this particular 
age, everything is transferred 
into the child’s name. “The 


UGMA and UTMA becomes a 
great starting point for people, 
especially when they are fresh 
out of college and entering the 
job world,” commented Hill. 
Another way to get teens 
involved in money matters is 
to give them credit cards, said 
Hill. However, parents should 
make sure that their teen is 
responsible and mature enough 
to handle a credit card. “I’ve 
heard so many cases where 
parents give their kids credit 
cards and the kids end up abus- 
ing it,” Hill said. “All of sud- 
den, the debts just pile up high- 
er and higher. That’s why I rec- 
ommend giving them a credit 
card (only) when they become 
at least a senior in college 
because by then, they will be 
fully matured and responsible.”

credit cards, debit cards, or a 
checkbook there’s nothing to 
fall back on. 

Don’t pass up the day-old- 
bread rack or the “about to 
expire” section of the meat 
department. Be careful, but 
most people can probably be 
able to tell whether the item is 
still good. Just make sure to use 
the item right away; don’t let it 
sit in the refrigerator for a week. 

Another thing to consider is 
the time of day, time of week 
and even time of month that one 
shops. When the grocery store is 


less busy, like in the middle of 


the week or early morning it is 


usually more efficient to shop 
without having to dodge other 
shoppers in the aisles. Avoid 
shopping on the first day or two 
of the mionth. Some stores actu- 
ally raise prices then because 
that is the time when social 
security and welfare checks are 
sent out. 

Look high and low for sav- 
ings, literally. Higher-priced 
name-brand items usually pay to 
be positioned at eye level on 
shelves so that they’II be spotted 
easily. The lower priced generic 
and store-brand items are usual- 
ly placed higher or lower on 
shelves than the brand name 
items. Don’t assume that gener- 
ic will equal a lower price, how- 
ever. Play it safe and review 
costs carefully. 

Lastly, try to set up a shop- 
ping pool in the neighborhood.

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Protecting against fraud and identity theft 


(WMS) - As the ease and 
speed of communication continue 
to increase, it is possible to send 
and receive at rates never before 
imagined. And while routine 
activities such as e-mailing the 
grandkids, online banking and 


shopping are a positive result of 


technology and indeed make life 
pleasant, there are dangers posed 
by this information free-for-all. 

With so much personal data 
moving back and forth, it’s no 
surprise that identity theft is the 
fastest-growing crime in the 
country. The Federal Trade Com- 
mission received 300,000 com- 
plaints of identity theft in 2001. 
People age 50 and over made up 
almost one-quarter of those vic- 
timized, according to a report by 
Consumer Sentinel, a database 
maintained by the FTC that col- 
lects data from government and 
consumer organizations from 
across the US, Canada and Aus- 
tralia. These numbers are likely 
to increase as information shar- 
ing becomes easier and more 
prevalent. 

Identity theft is defined as the 
use of personal information — 
such as Social Security number, 
credit cards or bank account 
numbers — to fraudulently pur- 
chase just about any kind of good 
or service. Related criminal 


activities range from making 
unauthorized cash withdrawals 
to using the victim’s credit card 
to fraudulently purchase a new 
car, open credit card accounts, 
lease an apartments or even pur- 
chase insurance policies. 
Identity theft is carried out in 
a number of ways. Perhaps the 
most traditional method is 
known as “dumpster diving,” 
where a thief picks through 
garbage cans to find discarded 
bank or credit card statements or 


junk mail. 


Many of today’s thieves have 
upgraded their tricks to computer 


hacking or fraud rings. Several of 


the latest scams also involve false 
e-mails and Web sites urging the 
reader to provide them with per- 
sonal account information in 
return for millions of tax-free dol- 
lars. Regardless of the method, 
the results are almost always the 
same: bankruptcy, near bankrupt- 
cy, a damaged credit rating and 
countless hours spent tracing and 
correcting the paper trail left by 
an identity thief. 

The good news is that thanks 
to government entities such as 
the FTC and nonprofit groups 
such as the National Insurance 
Crime Bureau (NICB), one can 
now reduce the hassle of report- 
ing and fighting theft. For exam-

ple, the FTC has recently intro- 
duced the ID Theft Affidavit, 
which simplifies the process for 
consumers who are contesting 
fraudulent debts and illegally 
opened accounts. Instead of com- 
pleting different forms, the affi- 
davit can be used to alert compa- 
nies where a new account was 
opened in one’s name. The com- 
pany can then investigate the 
fraud and decide the outcome of 
the claim. 


Most importantly, by being 
vigilant and following the tips 
offered by the NICB and FTC 
below, people can keep their 
name and prevent their credit 
from falling into the wrong hands. 


Some advice 

¢ Shred or tear up personal 
financial documents before dis- 
carding them. 

¢ Do not print personal infor- 
mation such as a Social Security 


number, date of birth or driver’s 
license number on checks. 

* Do not provide personal, 
financial or identifying informa- 
tion to an unknown telephone 
caller. 

* Before revealing personal 
information to anyone (even 
family members), ask how it will 
be used. 

¢ Use a Social Security num- 
ber only when necessary. 

* Before revealing any infor- 
mation online, ensure the Web 
site is securely protected (one 
should see a padlock icon when 
information is being sent). 

* Obtain a copy of one’s cred- 
it report at least once a year to 
check for errors. 


¢ Minimize the number of 


credit cards and identifying infor- 
mation one carries. Leave Social 
Security card and passport at 
home when possible. 
If one becomes 
identity theft, contact the fraud 
hotlines of the three major credit 
bureaus: Equifax: 800-525-6285: 
Experian: 888-EXPERIAN: 
Trans Union: 800-680-7289.

Learn the financial aid process 

Unless the family is in the 
small minority fortunate enough 
to go without additional funding, 
most people are going to need an 
understanding of how to apply 
and receive the most financial aid 
possible.
